The case was carried up on 
appeal, and the decision of the lower 
court has been reversed on the ground 
t)j»t one cannot "meet." The court re 
quired the counsel for the defense to ad 
mit that there would have leen no meet- 
ing if nobody had attended

MaM (iasttte remarks that it is impossi; 
ble for one man to form a "quorum 
At beat he could not form more than a 
'cnjuB." 
Toe above, which u going the rounds 


of the pie**, illustrates the degree of 
i^yuoi whioh prevails in England, 
and also lulls to mind the fact that, 
according lo democratic theories in this 
Iree and enlightened country, one man 
i an be a "quorum.' It may not be 
according to the strict forms of law( 
and sticklers for propriety and prece- 
dent (nay object, but, like the judge in 
Illinois who iHiinuiitted a man for con- 
tempt and waa mildly informed by a 
hiding attorney that he could not com- 
mit for such an offense, the Oregon 
fallow says, "yes, bull lime done it-" 
Cronm probably never heard of the 
English precedent on the •'quorum" 
question, but whether he did or not he 
proved himself equal to the emergency, 
and, singly and alone,mff and proceed- 
ed to business. And now, if any old 
fogy of an Englishman objects to such 
a coarse of proceeding, Cronin has but 
to point to the platform of his party, 
and there, "spread all over in charac- 
ters of living light," are ths words 
which constitute his full and sufficient 
defense—"Kefortn is necessary."

So completely has public atten- 


tion in this country been absorbed by 
the Presidential straggle, that compara- 
tively few persons have given any 
thought to the formidable—and what 
now appears to be a successful—revoln 
lion whioh has been in progress during 
the past few months on our own bor- 
ders beyond the Rio Grande. And 
yet such is the case. 
A day or two 


a«o , Hie telegraph announced that 
Gen Diaz, the insurgent leader, had 
entered the City of Mexico, and now 
we have intelligence ttut Lerdo, the 
Constitutional President, after having 
left his capital, has been captured with 
his Cabinet, and that Escobedo, his 
Secretary of War, has been shot. 


But this is not the only disturbing 


elemental wjrk in the land of the 
Montezumaa. While Diaz bus been 
advancing on tha capital, a counter- 
revolution has been in progress, start- 
ing in Lower California and extending 
through the Northern States of the 
Republic, under the leadership of Ig- 
lesias, formerly a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court. This has now gained 
large proportions, and may become a 
formidable rival of the Diaz revolu- 
tion. 


All this is calculated to render the 


cundition of affairs on our Rio Grande 
border unsettled and unsatisfactory, 
while American citizens doing business 
in border Mexican towas are subjected 
to enforced loans and other species of 
robbery by the lenders of the rival 
factions. In addition to this, Diaz is 
reported to have announced to the 
American Embassy in Mexico that he 
will be unable to continue the payment 
of indemnity granted to American cit- 
izenr by the Mexican Arbitration Cpm- 
miasian. This is an act of Jtad faith, 
which, if it does not imply a disposi- 
tion [to repudiate obligations entered 
into by the Mexican Government, is at 
least calculated to disturb the relations 
of tb.8 two Governments. It is hardly 
probable that the Unitjd States will 
consent to the deliberate repudiation 
of solemn obligations for the indemni- 
fication of plunderod^Ameriean citizens, 
even on account of a revolution in the 
Government, and this may lead to the 
taking of initiatory steps by the UnU 
ted States Government with reference 
to Mexican affairs at an early day. 


A writer from New York reports an 


ex-Major General in the rebel army as 
saying 


You need not fear any trouble from 


the South, Southern men will not go 
into another fight till they are able to 
go in alone. Last time we believed 
that the northern democrats would help 
us because they promised to. Men in 
New York city promised that no tr»ps 
should leave there to fight auamst us, 
yet these were the very first troops we 
had to contend with. 
Regiments of 


militia that we were assured would 
fight with us, were the first, to take up 
arms against us. We trusted the North 
t» help us once, and they licked us for 
it; you may depend sn K we shall nev- 
er trust them again. If we can use 
them to get back into power, let them 
look out. 
The South will never forget 


the manner in which it was betrayed 
by Northern democrats. 


Yet the democrats will persist in tell- 


ing two yarns about this southern af- 
fair : 1st, that they never promised to 
aid the South iu the late wir; 2d, that 
the South never expects to give further 
trouble.

THE report ol the secretary of the 


treasury is one of the most important 
of the annual reports that accompany 
the president's message, because it deals 
with the public funds. 
The report of 


Secretary Merrill, shows that the total 
net receipts of the government for the 
year 1875-6, were 8287,382,03916. 
The total disbursements were 8285,- 
459,797.33, showing an excess of in- 
come over outgoes of 829,022,241.83, 
of the income $148,000,000, in round 
numbers was derived from customs and 
$116,000,000 from internal revenue, 
•ad the balance] from various miscel- 
laneous sources. 


Concerning the public debt the sec- 


retary says that the debt less cash in 
tae treasury at the begining of the year 
it WM $2,090,439,344, showing a le- 
duction during the year of $20,449,- 
33L. Since the 31st of August 1865, 
the debt has been reduced $667,992,- 
22G. Mr. Merrill also calls attention, 
with a well founded pride, to the fact 
that a large amount of six per cent 
bonds have been withdrawn and their 
places supplied by four and a half per 
cefttt, thus making a considerable sav- 
ing ot interest. 


On the matter of resumption of spe- 


cie payments and tbe remonetizing of 
silver, the secretary is outspoken. He 
hold that tbe good faith to the national 
creditor demand that resumption shall 
be speedily effected, and thinks that the 
ancunt of legal tender currency cauld 
be considerably reduced ,without lenai- 
bly afsoting the business of the coun- 
try. He thinks that it is possible to 
MMUH* specie payments by the begin- 
ning of the year 1879. 
He opposes 


the reBonetiution of silver, on the 
(round that the public debt is payable 
ia gold alone. He recommends that

The tthet parts of the report are devo- 
ted to the subjects ot cuitoms, coinage, 
internal revenue, national banks, etc., 


THE question involved in the Ore- 


gon case is not a new one in Congress 
It has been repeatedly and uniformly 
held in the House, by Republicans and 
Democrats alike, that the disqualifica- 
tion or ineligibility of the candidate 
receiving the largest number of votea 
does not operate to the election of hi* 
opponent.

Among the Democrats 


who voted to sustain the report was 
Randall, the present Speaker, Holman, 
Proctor, Knott, and Beok, now Sena- 
tor from Kentucky. It is a well set 
tied principle that the Democrats will 
have to contend against, a principle 
that many of them stand committed to, 
that the Oregon Elector who failed to 
receive a majority of the votes cast was 
not elected. Speaker Randall cannot 
take any otl-er ground without stultify- 
ing his record. 


ANDY JOHNSON said in his message 


of 1867: 


"The mode and manner of receiving 


and "counting the Electoral votes for 
President and Vice President of the 
United States are in plain and simple 
terms prescribed by the Constitution. 
That instrument imperatively requires 
that the President of the Senate shall, 
in ths presence of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, open all the 
certificates, and the votes shall then be 
counted. Congress has, therefore, no 
power, under the Constitution to re- 
ceive the Electoral votes or reject 
them. Tbe whole power is exhausted 
when, IB the presence of the two 
houses, the votes are counted and the 
resnlt declared. In this respect the 
power and duty of the President of 
the Senate are, under the Constitution, 
ministerial. 


THE WilmingUn (iV. C.) Star has 


beenjissuing sulphurous smoke out of 
its ^nostrils, while its eyes have been 
like coals of fire for some time past. It 
coveted "wah," and demanded im- 
peachment of the President. 
But 


some of tbe leaders have seat an ad- 
monition requesting a modification of 
its bellicose vaporings; therefore it 
climbs down a little thusly : 


We have not the slightest doubt that 


President Grant not only deserves to 
be impeached, but he deserves to be 
broken of his office and driven in dis- 
grace into perpetual retirement ('). He 
has done a great injury to the country 
in his violations of constitutional law 
(?) and in the prostration he has vis- 
ited upon the commercial affairs of the 
commercial affairs of the country. He 
deserves the curses of an outraged 
people. But we do doubt the wisdom 
of his impeachment at this time. 
It 


will not do for the South to demand it. 
We think it unadvisable for our South- 
ern Representatives to press the mat- 
ter at this juncture of our affairs. 
There is ton much at stake; thejconc- 
try is in too great peril for anything 
like extreme measures to be resorted 
to. The South is regarded with sus- 
picion. We arc under bonds to keep 
the peace, and unless the movement to 
impeach Grant is the spontaneous de- 
mand of the North, we donbt the wis- 
dom and policy of the Democrats at- 
tempting it.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 11—The senate 


committee on privileges and elections, 
this morning, voted to recommend the 
adoption by tbe senate of Mr. Mitch- 
ell's resolution directing the committee 
to investigate the facta attending the 
appointing of presidential electors in 
Oregon. Senators JSortoa, Logan and 
Kernan will act as a sub-oommittee to 
conduct this investigation, and Gov. 
Grover, together with the ^secretary of 
state and other persons, will be sub- 
poenaed to come here immediately from 
Oregon. 


The same senators will constitute a 


sub-committee of investigation of the 
election in Alabama, Mississippi and 
Georgia, under Mr. Edmunds' resolu- 
tion. The investigation will be con- 
ducted in Washington. 


All the members* of the committee 


were, last Saturday, detailed as mem- 
bers of snb-6ommiltees to proceed to 
South Carolina, Florida and Louisiana, 
and they- start to night. 


The house Judiciary committee, this 


morning, further discussed tie question 
of seating the member elect from Col- 
orado, and adjourned with the under- 
standing that the motion be taken up 
to-morrow. 


The Oregon matter continues the en- 


grossing subject in all circles. The 
cabinet has not formally discussed the 
question, saying that such technicali- 
ties do not demand the. cabinet's official 
consideration.
